While FCA checks coats at boys’ basketball home games, band 
and choir sell the infamous pizza kits. At the carnival in Wakarusa’s 
Maple Syrup Festival, SADD brings in about one thousand dollars.

FCA raises money to help members go to camp during the summer.
